This Response is being filed in reply to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment mailed 
from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on September 24, 2007 in the above-identified 
application. This Response is substantially the same as the Amendment filed on March 28, 2007 
in reply to the February 6, 2007 Office Action, differing in that Claims 6 and 19 are amended as 
requested by the Examiner. In my telephone conversation with the Examiner on October 2, 
2007, it appears that when the Amendment filed on October 24, 2006 was scanned, the period at 
the end of Claim 6 did not show up on the Examiner's scanned copy of the Amendment, and the 
semicolon on line 2 of Claim 1 9 appeared as a comma. Although the period at the end of Claim
